But on Sunday afternoon last, we enjoyed the 
‘@talted privilege of visiting the Tabernacle, 
‘aod hearing Brigham Young discourse to the 
multitnde. Among other things he informed 
#he audience that somebody at Carson City 
had telegraphed (or written) to Heber C. 
Kimball, that it was necessary to send money 
tothat-place to defeat resolution in the Ne- 
vada Legislature, asking Congress to annex 
Utah to Nevada. Now, whether some one of 
the special Agents of the Church in that re- 
gion was getting short of funds and sent this 
message to replenish his exhausted treasury, 
or whether there's substance in the thing, we 
don't know. But Brigham not only told the 
faithful that he did not send any funds for 
the purpose of defeating the measure, but ex- 
pressed his entire satisfaction with the pro- 
ject; on one condition, however. For be it 
‘known, Brigham is a Prince of the blood 
~Royal, an authority in the land, and has a 
pretty good right to attach conditions to any 
project, either of Nevada or Congress, which 
has a bearing on Utah affairs. The condition,
